lumber merchant of Oskaloosa, Iowa. 
The daughters are all dead. Mr. M. 
has been married three times -his 
lirst wife living fifteen years after 
her marriage: his second, who had 
one child, lived thirty years after her 
marriage; the third lived eighteen 
years with him, but had no children. 
He -.erved in th-i war of "1-" when a 
boy. and mm draws a pension for 
that service. He has figured exten 
sivelv in public life, having been J. 
I*, for ii rteen years, and county com- 
missioner for some time. He always 
voted with the Whig party, ini-1 that 
party elected him in 1847 to repre- 
sent feis county in the state legisla- 
ture. 
Mr. M. descended from revo- 


lutionary stock, his father having 
served seven years in the war of In 
dependence.

ALEXANDER ARNOLD. 


A Noted Horse-Thief with u Brilliant 


Record Gone Up for Tin Yearn. 


Marshal Hewes has kindly furnished 


is with a copy of the Terre Haute (Ind.) 
Daily Express of Feb. 14th, which con- 
ains the satisfying intelligence that the 
lotorious horse-thief, Alexander Arnold, 
who stole two horses from Millard Ens- 
sell and Frank BeaU, near Decatur, on 
he night of January 7th, lias gone to the 
ndiana penitentiary for a term of two 
•ears for stealing a horse in that state. 
Arnold, while in the Terre Haute jail, 
iccamc communicative on seeing that his 
career as a horse-thief had been cut short, 
,iud confessed that since June 4, 1881, he 
uul Rtolen and sold no less than forty 
horses. The Expresx gives the full details 


if Arnold's operations in a three-column 
rticle. He first stole a horse at Martins- 
ville, Ind/jand sold it to Meyers, at Spring- 
field, 111.; at Brazil, Ind., he stole Doctor 
Morgan's horse and buggy and traded the 
borne to George Randall, near Atwood, 
111.; he stole a horse from Barney Dough- 
erty, at Terre Haute, and sold him to a 
fanner living near Kenney, in DeWitt 
county, this state; from J. C. Hicklin, 
of Terre Haute, Arnold stole a horse, and 
tiiis animal was traded for another al 
Summit, Vermilion county, 111.; he stole 


mare from Samuel Seymour, near Jack- 


sonville, 111., on Sept. 7th, and sold heral 
Casey, 111.; at Jasper, tnd., he stole a fine 
bay mare from H. Rothert, and in the lat- 
ter part of September he stole a horse 
from this section, which has since been 
recovered; on Sept. 28th, at Jerseoville. 
111., while Bamnm's show was making a 
parade, Arnold stole a horse and buggj 
belonging to John R. Beatty from the 
rack, and while on his way to Homer, 111,, 
the modern Dick Turpin stole a set ol 
harness from a farmer. He was pursued 
for stealing the harness and a constable 
got away with the whole outfit, A raolti 
making his escape.

brown mare from Charleston, 111.; two 
horses stolen from Sullivan, 111.; aba) 
mare and a Democratic campaign wagon 
from Will county, 111., which Arnold sold 
at Aurora, 111.; a bay mare from a man 
named Hancock, at Humboldt, 111.; and 
in another raid on Decatur, 111., Arnold 
stated that he had stolen a spring wagon 
and two horses, which he sold in South- 
ern Illinois. He also stole a bay mare 
from John Perry, at Lincoln, 111., on Sept. 
1st, and traded her at Mt. Auburn, 111. 
Late last fall he stole John Heeney's dun 
marc at Terre Haute. 


This is the sort of a man we had doing 


business about Decatnr iu the early part 
of last January. Most of the horses stolen 
by Arnold, through his voluntary confes- 
sii ins, have been found and returned to 
their proper owners, and, as has already 
been stated, Russell and Beall are now iu 
possession, of their stolen animals, having 
recovered them through the efforts of 
Sheriff Foster and Marshal Hewes, on 
whose information the Terre Haute offi- 
cials were successful in capturing Arnold. 
The, 
Ktcpivmi says that of the 34 horses 


which Arnold "gave away" to the officers, 
15 or more have been found and returned 
to their owners. The Ea.'prtai states that 
it has information that Arnold some years 
ago was sentenced to serve 18 years in 
the Illinois penitentiary, but he played 
the insanity dodge and procured a pardon 
from Gov. Culloin. Arnold is said to be 
respectably connected, and he therefore 
Insistently refused to reveal any of his 
antecedents. In appearance, the E.rur?s.s 
describes him as about of the medium 
height, with dark hair, sandy mustache, 
and bine eyes. He has gone to prison for 
two years on one charge and whan his 
time'isout, he mil have regular business 
in various criminal courts in Illinois and 
Indiana, so long as he shall live. He is 
represented as a no-care kind of a cus- 
tomer, and laughed and joljed iis he left 
Terre Haute chained to n sentenced cat- 
tle thief.
